A NINETEENTH CENTURY CRIME, 


Coming to more recent time, the remarkable 
mystery which surrounded the Duke of Cum. 
berland, fifth son of George III, caused a 
tremendous sensation in tho earlier years 
of the nineteenth century. The facts of this 
remarkable case are briefly these. On. May 
31st, 1810, the Duke returned to his rooms in 
St. James's Palace, and went to bed at about 
one o'clock, his military satire being left ona 
couch in the room. At balf-past two he stated 
that he was awakened by “repeated blows on 
the head, and saw in the dim light the 
flashing of ssbre. Being unsble to fod the 
bell rope, the Duke rushed to the room occupi+ 
ed by the page in attendance, all the while, so 
he said; being slashed at with the sword. Yet 
the Duke was afterwards found to be very 
slightly injured, we 

At the doar of the page's room the mysterious 
‘assailant, dropped the sword and’ vanished— 
nobody, not even the page, who slept close by, 
having heard anything of the struggle. On the 
arrival of the guard the Duke called repeatedly 
for Sellis, his Italian valet, who was accordingly. 
sent for,, But when the messenger entered 
Selfis's room, he found him sitting half-dressed 


on the bed, with bis throat cut from ear to ear} .

‘mysterious disappearance, some sudden death 
of,a hated rival, ar removal, none knew how 
of the reigning monarch himself.

of poisoned daggers, poisoned jewellery, and 
all the horrible paraphernalia of fiendish ins

One of the most difficult of historical puzzles 
is the atrange affair known as the Gowrie my:

A MYSTERY MYSTERIOUSLY MURDERED. 


Another of the puzzles of history is the case 
of. Kaspar Hauser. This curious being made 
his appearance as if dropped from the skies, in 
the city of Nuremberg. He was ‘appirently 
unable to walk properly, while his mind was 
in the state of that of a baby. His appearance 
naturdlly caused great excitement, and many 
wild ‘speculations were made as to his identity 
‘~Such as that he was a hidden member of the 
Royal house of Bavaria, 

Kuspar's own statements, made when he had 
learned to talk, seemed to indicate that he had 
been kept in a dark cell, never learning to 
{visa factth t he could see 
very well in the dark, and that he had not been 
accustomed to walle, for, although He was se 
venteen years ‘old, his feet were as soft as a 
baby’s. For.some years he lived in greal fame 
with various persons in Bavaria, His renown 
spread to England, and Lord Stanhope wished 
to adopt him. But in the year 1831 Kaspar 
was stabbed in the side by same unknown per- 
on, and in afew days he died. There was a 
Breat uproar aver poor Kaspar's death. Some 
declared him to be an impostor, self-sain in 
fear of detection; others, that he was the child 
of somo great personage, who had been mur- 
deréd feat hie growing intelligence might lead 
to embarrassing disclosures, 

Neither theory has been either proved or 
disproved in its entirety. The matter still re- 
mains as doubtful as when the inscription was 
carved on the spot where he met his death :— 
"Hic occullus occulta occisus est.” Here the
